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FROM THE LIBRARY 



It was a pleasure to succeed Mrs. McLean as 
librarian, and to find such a well-stocked and well- 
organized library. N.L.S.S. is indebted to Mrs. McLean, 
and to the many interested staff members who have 
helped make our library one of the best for a school 
of this size. 

During the 1969-1970 school year, an attempt 
has been made to extend the library's services. Biblio- 
graphies have been prepared to assist students in 
specific assignments. Information sheets have been 
prepared and distributed to the staff, who were en- 
couraged to provide details for the librarian concern- 
ing upcoming projects. Many teachers have used these 
sheets, and the advance notice has given the librarian 
time to prepare special reserve shelves of related 
materials, or even to bring in books from the Sarnia 
library to supplement our supply in a particular area. 
Bi-monthly lists of new books have been prepared 
and distributed to all teachers and classrooms. Over 
three hundred new paperbacks, in various categories, 
have been added to the paperback racks, and a separ- 
ate paperback catalogue - by author and title - has 
been provided. Fifteen additional periodicals have 
been added to the magazine racks, and Mr. 0 Brien 
has placed a supply of college catalogues in the 
library, for the convenience of the senior students. 

The librarian cannot maintain the library by 
himself: he depends upon, and has received, the co- 
operation of students and staff. The Library Club 
members are particularly important to the program 
and we are grateful for their faithfulness. 

It continues to be a source of frustration that 
the library must be used for regular classes so much 
of the time. Teachers with classes timetabled into the 
library have, however, been most co-operative in ex- 
changing rooms with other teachers to allow more 
classes the use of the library for special projects. We 
look forward to the new resource centre which will 
offer seminar rooms, audio-visual resources, clipping 
files, and newspapers, in addition to better facilities 
for individual study and research.
